MATE AT BIG RALLY 


Harold Van Orman and Republican 
Nominee for Governor Speak at 
Gibson County Meeting 


M'CULLOCH IN GRANT COUNTY 


Repeats Stand for Lowering of Tax­ 
es in Marion Speech— LaFollette 
Holds Out False Hopes 


(By United Press) 
Princeton, Ind., Oct. 8—An air of 
optimism was prevalent among Gib­ 
son countv Republicans tojlav after 
a big rally last night addressed by 
Ed Jackson, nominee for governor, 
Harold Van Orman, nominee for lieu­ 
tenant governor, and Harry Rowbot- 
toni, candidate for congress. 
Jackson pledged himself to a busi­ 
ness-like, efficient administration of 
state affairs if elected. Taxes must 
be reduced, he said, but not at the 
sacrifices of good schools and good 
roads. 
Jackson and Von Orman spoke at 
Vincennes Monday afternoon. Jack­ 
son again declared in favor of re­ 
ducing the number of state boards. 


M arion, Ind., Oct. 8—Emphasizing 
the issue of honesty in government, 
Dr. Carleton McCulloch, Democratic 
nominee for governor, in a speech 
here last night called on Republi­ 
cans ‘‘who disapprove of dishonesty , 
extravagance and devious methods” 
to enter the Democratic fold this fall. 
“It is t.ime for a thorough house 
cleaning,” 
McCulloch said. He re­ 
peated his stand for lower taxes and 
a “weeding out of the state pay roll.” 
In an address at Fairmont y ester­ 
day afternoon, McCulloch pledged 
himself t(* passage of n fanners’ co­ 
operative marketing law’ and to an 
immediate reappraisement of real es­ 
tate if elected.

Co ntinued fro m Pag e One 
vision of Leader William H. Kantel- 
mann. He prefers the title “Leader 
of the Band” to that

It came into existence as a military 
adjunct. In establishing the'' Marine

drummers and 16 filers; this 
was 
the simple but stalwart foundation 
upon which was built the most splen­ 
did structure of military musician­ 
ship that the world has known. 
While the old fathers of the Re­ 
public were not neglectful of the re­ 
finements of expression it, was not 
to them in any great degree, not even 
to Thomas Jefferson, who if tradi­ 
tion may be creclrted was a violinist 
of some local repute, that this band 
owes its expansion and its splendid 
attainments. There is a hint of high 
handedness in its acquisition of tal­ 
ent which formed the nucleus of the 
organization as it is now heard.

Enough of the Italian mu­ 
sicians remained in this country to 
enable Capt. McNeil while in Wash­

official embarrassment. * 
It was not until the summer 
of 
1854 during the administration of 
Franklin Pierce, that the open ail 
•oncerts in the 
Capitol 
grounds, 
which have been continued

since, were provided for. This ex- 
‘ra service moved Congress in 
burst of generosity to provide addi 
tional compensation for each man 
to the amount of $4.00 a month. It 
is easily and correctly inferred from 
this that the remuneration of these 
musicians was not generous as it 
is now The salaries provided are am­ 
ple and the men are not hindered by 
personal care in the pursuit of their 
chosen careers.
